A crime more senseless a:: 
revolting than the assass’- - 
tion of Count Bernadot‘ 
would be difficult to con , 
nor one more bitterly casulat- 
ed to allenate every sympathy 
zith Zionism or to arouse those 
already anti-Semitist to fresh 
animosities.
